Charles Scribner’s Sons will issue this 
month the Hibbert lectures, which last year 
were delivered by Prof. A. Kuenen. The sub¬ 
ject is “ National Religion and Universal Re¬ 
ligion,” and the volume will probably be the 
most important one of the series. 

D. Appleton & Co. have now ready Her¬ 
bert Spencer’s new volume, “ Political Institu¬ 
tions,” which forms the fifth part of the “ Prin¬ 
ciples of Sociology.”

two pages of illustrations in chromo-lithography 
by the well-known artist Andre. They also 
announce a new volume by the late Wm. H. 
G. Kingston, entitled “James Braithwaite, 
the Supercargo.” The volume will contain 
a short memoir of the author, a portrait, and 
a copy of his last letter. New editions are 
also under way of his “ Peter Trawl” and 
“Hendricks the Hunter.” Later in the year 
they will issue a superbly illustrated volume on 
“Niagara and other Famous Cataracts of the 
World,” by Geo. W. Holley. 

A. Williams & Co., Boston, have just issued 
two volumes remarkable as much for their hand¬ 
some outfit as for their contents. The first is 
the memorial volume of the Massachusetts 
Historical Society on Longfellow and Emer¬ 
son, which contains the proceedings of the 
April meeting of the society in memory of Mr. 
Longfellow, at which addresses were made by 
Dr. G. E. Ellis, Dr. O. W. Holmes, Prof. 
Charles E. Norton, and Dr. William Everett, 
of Adams Academy, and the proceedings of the 
meeting of May 12. It also includes Emerson’s 
essay on Carlyle and the addresses delivered 
by him at the Boston centennial celebrations 
of the birthdays of Robert Burns and Sir Wal¬ 
ter Scott. The publishers have succeeded in 
making a superb volume which will delight the 
hearts of collectors and lovers of fine books. 
It is printed in large clear type, on fine white 
paper, with ample margins. The binding is in 
white vellum cloth with a rich side stamp in 
gold, relieved with lettering in green. The 
other volume referred to is a collection of 
humorous vers de sociftf, entitled “Sly Ballades 
in Harvard China,” by E. S. M. The author, 
one of the editors of the Harvard Lampoon , and 
a co-worker on the “Little Tin Gods on 
Wheels,” and “ Rollo’s Tour to Cambridge,” 
was induced to print these verses by Bret Harte, 
who created quite a sensation in London socie¬ 
ty by reading selections from them in ms. 
The volume is illustrated by Lambert Hollis, 
and in style the book is quite unique, with flex¬ 
ible covers decorated in delicate colors like the 
famous Paris art amateur series so highly prized 
by connoisseurs. They have also just ready a 
new political biography, entitled “ Thaddeus 
Stevens : Commoner,” by E. B. Callender, 
Member of the Massachusetts Bar, which was 
fully described in our issue of the 3d ult. .

We briefly and sadly place on record the re¬ 
ceipt of two further documents which are as sig¬ 
nificant “ straws ” of the present status of trade 
morality, as was the list of reprints circulated 
for business in England. The one document is 
a circular sent to dealers in the United States 
by a Canadian reprinter of one of Mark Twain’s 
and all of Miss Fleming’s and Mrs. Holmes’ 
works. All that was said by the Weekly, June 
24, applies to this case, at least on the ground of 
morals. On the ground of business the Week¬ 
ly considers it its duty to add a word of cau¬ 
tion. It is possible that some might, misled 
by the fact of non-protection of foreign literary 
property, be inclined to believe that there was 
no protection of literary property at all. They 
may learn, to their surprise, the wondrous fact 
that the American law has wisely provided for 
the protection of American property. Section 
4964 of the Revised Statutes enacts that 

“ every person who, without the consent of the 
proprietor of the copyright, prints, publishes, 
or imports, or blowing the same to be so printed , 
published , or imported, shall sell or expose to sale 
any copy of such book, shall forfeit every copy 
thereof to such proprietor, and shall also forfeit 
and pay such damages as may be recovered in 
a civil action by such proprietor in any court 
of competent jurisdiction.” 

Thanks, there is at least one, though a one¬ 
sided, legal remedy. As to document No. 2, 
or rather “Circular No. 4, Books at Popular 
Prices,” which hails from Boston, it is—a credit 
only to the “enterprise” of the bazar, but 
scarcely to any one else concerned.

TAUCHNITZ’S REPRINTS. 

Messrs. B. Westermann & Co., under date 
of June 19, addressed the following communi¬ 
cation to The Critic : 

“ Permit us to say, with regard to your state¬ 
ment in your issue of the 17th instant, that 
‘ Tauchnitz’s reprints (Leipzig) are piratical, 
and are therefore prohibited in England,’ that 
these reprints are in all instances, except for 
such works as are * domaine publique,’ author¬ 
ized editions, ‘ copyright far continental circu¬ 
lation,’ and although of course prohibited in 
England, are published by arrangement with 
the English authors and publishers. Germany 
and the states of Western Europe, the Nether¬ 
lands excepted, have enjoyed since 1861 the 
benefit of literary conventions with each other, 
which protect every book copyright in either 
state in all others as well ; and with the excep¬ 
tion of the Netherlands, ‘ piratical ’ reprints are 
no longer possible in Western Europe.” 


PRICES OF BOOKS ABROAD. 

The Pall Mall Gazette , on the subject of the 
price of books, has these remarks : “ The com¬ 

parative cost of English and foreign books is a 
subject on which Mr. Matthew Arnold has had 
something to say to the disadvantage of English 
publishers. The extravagant expensiveness of 
English books is indeed a subject on which Mr. 
Arnold does right to wax eloquent, even though 
we are not aware that in the case of his own 
writings he has had the courage to abandon the 
intolerable English conventions. But it is 
worth while to bear in mind that it is French 
books, and French only, which are really cheap. 
American books published in America are dear 
enough ; it is only pirated English books that 
are the contrary, and in Germany exactly the 
same complaints are made that we hear so often 
in this country. Thus, a correspondent of the 
Frankfurter Zeitung absolutely denies the asser¬ 
tion made by a previous writer that German 
readers prefer to get their books from libraries 
—exactly the same excuse, by the way, as that 
made for the dearness of our books in England. 
On the contrary, he says, the German man of 
letters commonly possesses a much larger, li- 
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brary than his French confrere , and this even 
though his books are so dear that he literally 
has to buy them out of his daily bread. The 
desire to possess a private library is, the writer 
maintains, nowhere stronger than in Germany, 
but nowhere is it more difficult to gratify it. 
Fie describes how he entered a bookseller’s the 
other day with the idea of purchasing copies of 
the new editions of books which, as originally 
published, had been beyond his means. One 
of these was Hettner’s ‘Literature of the Eigh¬ 
teenth Century,’ another was Brandes’ ‘Ten¬ 
dencies.’ The four volumes of Hettner’s cost 
40 f. 70 c., and the one of Brandes’ was quoted 
at 6 f. 70 c. A query as to the cost of the first 
volume of Ranke’s ‘ Weltgeschichte ’ revealed 
the, to him, unattainable figures of 23 f. 55. c. 
Compare these prices, says the writer, with those 
of Taine’s ‘ English Literature,’ at 3 f. 50 c. the 
volume, and the works of Nisard, Saint-Marc 
Girardin and Sainte Beuve, all at the same 
price. And yet Hettner and Brande ^ will allow 
that their works are not of twice as much merit 
as those of Taine and Sainte Beuve. Nor will 
it be asserted that German authors are paid 
twice as well for their work. The very contrary 
is the case. The conclusion of the writer is that 
there is a great opportunity for an enterprising 
publisher, and we are very much inclined to 
agree with him. What would not have been 
the sale of Mr. Green’s ‘ Making of England,’ 
if published for 3s. 6d., or of Mr. Matthew Ar¬ 
nold’s ‘ Literature and Dogma,’ if published for 
half a crown ?”

M. Rf.nan is now at work upon a new under¬ 
taking—a “ History of Israel Before the Birth 
of Jesus.” 

Du. W. B. Carpenter will soon visit the 
United States and Canada. He will deliver 
the next Lowell Lectures in Boston. 

Sir Theodore Martin will soon be busy 
upon a Life of the late Lord Lyndhurst, which 
he undertakes at the request of the family. 

O. FI. Oi.broyd, of Springfield, Ill., has the 
most full collection of Lincoln memorabilia in 
existence, and has just compiled a Lincoln 
memorial album which will soon be published. 

Mr. Lawrence Oliphant has collected his 
minor writings under the title of “Traits and 
Travesties.” “The Tender Recollections of 
Irene Macgillicuddy ” are included among 
them. 

Mr. H. Grattan Guinness, of the Livingston 
Mission, wiil shortly publish a translation of the 
grammar of the Congo language, written in 
Latin by the Capuchin preacher Brusciotto, and 
printed at Rome in 1659. 

Joel Cook, of the Philadelphia Ledger , will 
spend the summer at Congress Hall, Cape May, 
and during his vacation will put the finishing 
touches on his new book, “ England : Pictu¬ 
resque and Descriptive,” to be published next 
fall by Porter & Coates.
